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The Centennial of Baseball 


HEN on April 12, 1861, the 
gray-clad artillerists at 
Charleston opened fire on 
Fort Sumter in the South 
Carolina harbor, the task of replying to 
this assault devolved upon the officer of 
the day, Captain Abner Doubleday. Lack- 
ing breech sights on the antiquated guns, 
the Captain cut a notched stick and by 
means of this personally aimed the first 
shot in reply for the federal forces in the 
Civil War. That was Abner Doubleday’s 
first step into the pages of history. His 
rise in rank was rapid through the four 
years war and successively he became 
Brigadier General, then Major-General 
of Volunteers. He took a leading part 
in the field at Antietam, Fredericksburg 
and Gettysburg and his portrait showing 
him as a stout man with flowing curly 
hair and thick black mustache may be 
seen in many a Civil War history. Double- 
day was a scholar as well as army leader 
and wrote in the latter years of his life 
two volumes about his Civil War experi- 
ences. Born in 1819, he had entered 
the Army following schooling at Otsego 
Academy of Cooperstown, N. Y., and 
the West Point Academy. He retired 
from service in 1873 and upon his death 
20 years later, was buried at Arlington 
National Cemetery where thousands of 
his fellow officers and men lay. That 
would ordinarily be thought to be the 
end of his historic fame; but Double- 
day’s name will be found today honored 
for activities quite different than those 
which caused his name to be placed on 
plaques and monuments in the now 
peaceful fields of Pennsylvania, Mary- 
land and Virginia. 

Thirty-four years ago a dispute was on 
regarding the origin of the game of base- 
ball, then becoming a well-organized pro- 
fessional as well as amateur sport. Va- 
rious opinions were voiced as to origin 
and most of these contradicted each other. 
So a commission composed of three for- 
mer presidents of the National League, 
one of them an ex-governor of Connecti- 
cut; an ex-senator of Maryland; two pio- 
neer players and the president of the 
Amateur Athletic Union, was formed to 
try to determine the origin of the game 
and if possible name the inventor. When 
the report was printed in 1908, General 
Doubleday was acclaimed as inventor of 
the game, Cooperstown, N. Y., was stated 
to be the scene of the first games, and 
1839 was the year of origin. The gen- 
eral had been dead for years, and so 
far as could be ascertained never claimed

to be the inventor and appears not to 
have thought much of his part in invent- 
ing a new game which became the pre- 
mier sport of the United States. 

The game at first was frowned upon 
by many as a rowdy diversion and Sun- 
day baseball was long a_ subject of 
heated debate, being forbidden in some 
cities and in at least one state. The city 
of Cooperstown seemed in no hurry to 
honor the originator and not until 1919 
did it take steps to obtain possession 
of the original field as a memorial. This 
is now completely landscaped, outfitted 
with a perfection diamond and grand- 
stand and will on June 12 be the scene 
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of a historical pageant of baseball and 
be formally dedicated as Doubleday 
Field. A neat brick building houses the 
National Baseball Museum and the Base- 
ball Hall of Fame, these also to be ded- 
icated on that date. 

However, the Commission’s findings 
were not accepted by historians without 
question. In his recent Encyclopedia of 
Sports, Frank Menke came out unquali- 
fiedly to state that baseball was evolved 
from the British game of cricket and was 
played in a dozen or more cities long 
before Doubleday was born and asserts 
that there is no conclusive proof it was 
played at all in Cooperstown as early 
as 1839. 

To complicate controversies over origin 
of the game, V. V. Parma, Curator of 
rare books at the Library of Congress, 
has unearthed a children’s book printed 
in 1787 which contains a woodcut of 
boys playing the game. 

The Commission, however, found a 
man who claimed to have been one of 
the players in the 1839 games at Coop- 
erstown. He described how Doubleday 
had changed the “one o’ cat” game then 
played into a game using opposing teams 
of 11 players, laying out a diamond with 
bases ninety feet apart. This measure- 
ment is still standard. The witness told 
how Doubleday had gone among the 





boys of the schools urging them to or- 
ganize teams and play baseball instead 
of other games. In one game Doubleday 
headed a team which defeated another 
lead by one of the Academy’s pro- 
fessors. Prior to Doubleday’s devising 
this game, a ball and bat had been used 
in various forms, sometimes as many as 
thirty boys playing the “one o’ cat” 
game, in its helter-skelter fashion still 
played among boys when there are not 
enough to form teams. The young stu- 
dent is also credited with originating the 
name “baseball.” The reader can take 
his choice of conflicting claims. How- 
ever, organized baseball has decreed 
1939 is the Cetennial year and upheld 
the 1908 report throughout. 


As soon as the centennial became 
known to sport fans, proposals were 
made that a stamp be issued. The mat- 
ter dragged along until Postmaster Gen- 
eral Farley attended a dinner of sports 
writers and without preliminaries prom- 
ised a stamp. To clinch the matter he 
wrote to the Cooperstown postmaster 
telling him he would personally be pres- 
ent to sell the first stamp and that of 
course Cooperstown would be first day 
city. This remained local news until 
in a roundabout manner this reached the 
philatelic press. Meantime the office of 
the Third Assistant Postmaster General 
reiterated they knew nothing of a base- 
ball stamp and it was some time later 
that they got the news from the Post- 
master General. All kinds of designs 
were suggested. Cooperstown wanted 
Doubleday portrayed. Ballston Spa, his 
birthplace, wanted a view of the house; 
while sports fans pleaded for stamps por- 
traying various baseball players, living 
and dead, for all sorts of reasons. Diplo- 
matically, the Department chose a de- 
sign calculated not to favor or offend any 
one group, by announcing the stamp 
would show a typical sand lot game. 

This will not be the first stamp to de- 
pict the game. In 1934 the Philippines 
issued a series of stamps to commemo- 
rate the Tenth Far Eastern Champion- 
ship Games and the 2 centavos stamp 
depicted batter and catcher in action. 
Nicaragua followed suit in 1937 for the 
Third Central American - Caribbean 
Olympic with a 1 centavo stamp de- 
picting a batter and printed it in four 
different colors and miniature sheet as 
well. Panama duplicated the design in 
general for the Fourth games with a 
handsome stamp of the 2c denomination 
which also appeared in normal sheets as

well as in a sheet containing one each of 
the five stamps in the set. 

Baseball remained a boys game until 
1842 when young men of New York City 
began to find the game a good one to 
play on weekends in the field where later 
was erected Madison Square Garden. 
The teams were organized on the spot 
at most games, but in 1845 a team was 
formally organized to play other teams. 
And on June 19, 1846, the first official 
game was played by two teams, using a 
written set of rules. Since then it has 
gradually grown in popularity until it is 
now the game attracting more spectators 
than any other. It is also the most uni- 
versally played outdoor game and defi- 
nitely accredited a truly American diver- 
sion. 





Whether 1839 is the wrong year; 
whether Cooperstown was the scene of 
the first baseball diamond; or whether 
Abner Doubleday was just another Civil 
War general; undoubtedly the game of 
baseball did contribute much to our na- 
tion and on that score alone the celebra- 
tion with a stamp places it at least on 
an equal plane with many other events 
similarly commemorated. 


Postmaster to Service Covers 





As of May 11 the Post Office Dept. 
belatedly announced that the New York 
postmaster would affix the new 30c air- 
mail stamp to first flight covers for the 
Trans - Atlantic route. Previous an- 
nouncements had stated covers should 
be sent to him with necessary postage 
already affixed. 


First Flight Cachets 


In the near future, W. W. Howes, 
First Asst. Postmaster General, an- 
nounces air mail service will be inaugu- 
rated on route A. M. 43 from Wichita, 
Kans., via Hutchinson and Garden City, 
Kans., to Pueblo, Colo. Special cachets 
will be supplied the postmasters at each 
of these cities for use on first flight cov- 
ers. Collectors should send their covers, 
self addressed, sealed and franked with 
air mail postage to the postmasters with 
a note authorizing them to hold the cov- 
ers for dispatch on the first flight.

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30c Trans- Atlantic Air Mail 





Announced on May 6 with brief de- 
tails that a stamp would be issued of 
the 30c denomination for Trans-Atlantic 
air mail, the new stamp, printed in 
blue, appeared on Tuesday, May 16, 
with New York City as first day of issue 
city. The design is the same as that of 
the current 6c orange air mail stamp 
with the words “Trans-Atlantic” added. 
The New York postmaster due to the ex- 
tremely short notice given (dated May 
10) promised to postmark and service 
covers received by him even if the out- 
side wrapper bore a May 16 postmark. 

Collectors were not permitted to send 
covers intended for the first Trans- 
Atlantic flight for affixing of the new 
stamp and cancellation of the first day. 
The Department insisted that covers for 
both events be mailed separately and 
that one cover could not be sent to com- 
bine the two. The new stamp was in- 
tended to be placed on sale at the 
Agency May 17 and other places on 
that date or as soon as possible. 

Foreign rates on the Trans-Atlantic 
air mail are: Azores or Lisbon to New 
York, 7.75 escudos; Azores or Lisbon to 
Marseilles, 3.50 e.; Azores to Lisbon or 
Lisbon to Azores, 2.15 e.; Marseilles to 
Lisbon will be 3 francs per 20 grams; 
Marseilles to Azores 6.25 francs; and 
Marseilles to New York 12.25 francs. It 
should be noted that with exception of 
Marseilles to Lisbon these rates are for 
10 grams or fraction and 10 grams is a 
trifle more than one-third of an ounce. 
Druggists probably would weigh covers 
for collectors in doubt.

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Philatelic Truck Starts Tour 








Postmaster General Farley announced 
May 6 that the Post Office Department’s 
new philatelic truck would start its na- 
tion-wide tour from the White House 
the morning of May 9. 

President Roosevelt was to be the re- 
cipient of one of the souvenir engravings 
to be presented to him from the truck by 
the Postmaster General in ceremonies 
incident to the departure of the first trav- 
elling philatelic exhibit of the Post Office 
Department. 

Following Tuesday morning’s cere- 
monies at the White House in which 
the President and the Postmaster Gen- 
eral took part, the truck was to remain 
on exhibition in Washington for several 
days before actually leaving the city on 


a schedule which will take it into cities} HAI 


and towns in every state in the Union. 

From Washington the truck will pro- 
ceed north to New York and Boston 
with stops being made at the many in- 
termediate points enroute. 

The first definite schedule for the Phi- 

latelic Truck called for the truck to leave 
Washington on May 15, stopping at Hy- 
attsville and Laurel, Md., and arriving 
at Baltimore that afternoon. May 16 and 
17 were to be spent in Baltimore 
and from there the truck was to proceed 
through Belair, Rising Sun, Oxford and 
Kennett Square, arriving in Wilmington, 
Del., on the 18th. Leaving Wilmington 
on the afternoon of May 20, the truck 
was to lay over at Chester, Pa., until the 
morning of the 23rd when it was to ar- 
rive, after a short drive, at Philadelphia. 
Next trip was to leave Philadelphia the 
morning of the 26th, spend that day in 
Camden, leave Camden the morning of 
the 27th and be in Trenton until the 
morning of May 29. Arriving at New 
Brunswick, N. J., that day, it was to lay 
over there during Memorial Day and ar- 
rive in New York City May 31. Until 
June 6 at least, it will be in New York 
City. 
The philatelic truck will carry spe- 
cially prepared stamp frames showing all 
United States issues, displayed on the 
inside walls. At one end of the truck 
a miniature model of a rotary press will 
be shown in operation, issuing a souve- 
nir engraving the design of which will 
be a photograph of the White House, 
3x4 inches. 

In addition to displaying stamps and 
the model press, there will be show cases 
in which various items of a philatelic 
nature will be placed, consisting of the 
gum, ink and paper used in the manu- 
facture of postage stamps, a master-die, 
roller-die and other items of interest to 
collectors. 

The truck will visit schools all over 
the country so that children and others 
interested will have an opportunity to 
view an exhibit of this nature. A stamp 
expert will be in charge to explain and 
encourage the hobby of stamp collecting. 

The souvenir engravings of the White 
House will be distributed free from the 
truck, and a special junior edition of the 
Post Office Department’s “Description of 


, United States Postage Stamps” will be 
‘sold from the truck at ten cents per 


copy. This booklet will carry a com- 
plete description and photographs of all 
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United States commemorative and _his- 
torical postage stamps. The booklet is 
also being sold at the Philatelic Agency.

Canal Zone seems in on hurry to get 
its new 30c stamps. As announced a few 
weeks ago, it is planned to issue a 30c 
of definite design to replace the nearly 
exhausted supply of overprinted 30c U. 
S. “Bison” stamps. The new 30c design 
has been approved but will not be issued 
until April 15, 1940, in order to appear 
on the 75th anniversary of the birth of 
the man depicted, Col. Sydney B. Wil- 
liamson, Kent Stiles reports in the New 
York Times. 





Writes George A. Rice of Pepperell, 
Mass.: 

“I have at present a block and two 
single mint double paper varieties of the 
Washington 3c cat. No. 720. Originally 
I had a strip of 10 x2, but have given 
the rest to collectors. I am the Post- 
master here and have been a collector 
since I was eleven. One day, in check- 
ing a requisition of stamps, I came upon 
a sheet that I thought was stuck to an- 
other, but couldn’t get them apart so I 
took it out from the rest and the fifth 
and sixth rows were of the double paper 
variety. I thought this might be of in- 
terest to note that double paper varieties 
exist in No. 720. Perhaps someone has 
made this discovery before me.” 





David L. Justice of Chehalis, Wash., 
reports that as a result of a combination 
of circumstances he has what appears to 
be a First Day Cover of the 3c Golden 





Gate Expo. stamps but the cancellation 
is that of the N. Y. World’s Fair first 
day of issue. He sent a cover in to the 
New York postmaster with remittance 
for a pair of the New York Fair stamp 
to be affixed. He already had an un- 
used pair of the Golden Gate on the 
cover. However, when his cover came 
back, no N. Y. Fair stamps had been 
added and as a result the pair of Golden 
Gate bore the April 1st cancel of New 
York, which reads “First Day of Issue” 
—though the stamps had been issued six 
weeks before. An unusual freak, and 
first of this type reported, though other 
stamps used with a new stamp are of 
course not uncommon on first day. 





Air Mail does save time. A letter 
mailed at Washington, D. C., recently 
and postmarked at 8 A. M. was deliv- 
ered here in Columbus at 1 P. M., which 
is certainly making time. Even a letter 
mailed locally would hardly have ex- 
ceeded that speed. 





A good assortment of engraver’s ini- 
tials could be found at the lower corners 
of the bottom panes of the 1922-23 flat 
plate issue. On the 30c Bison for in- 
stance, in lower right panes we find 
these combinations: plate 17446 with 
initials “J. M. B.”; 17447 with initials 
“J. A. C. J. McF.” (the latter being 
doubled); 17448 with “F. A. G. R. F. 
W.” These we noted from some selvage 
strips inside a cover, apparently used 
for fillers.

Editor’s Notebook 


MORE OF Everytime the Post Office 
THE SAME Department makes a nice 

gesture towards philately 
like the Philatelic Truck, along comes 
something like the April 5 Electric Eye 
first day sale to spoil the effect. And just 
when cover collectors and dealers left 


‘holding the bag were getting their normal 


temperature back, comes this Trans- 
Atlantic air mail to get them in a rage 
again. A justified wrath it is. To our 
readers whose covers were too late, the 
best thing we can advise is to do your 
kicking to the persons responsible in the 
Department. Almost all the data on the 
flight came too late for the philatelic 
press to print in time to be of any use 
to collectors, and though we may not 
be able to understand why this should 
be so, we can all guess fairly well as 
little is left to the imagination. 

It’s been know for months at least 
that there was to be a Trans-Atlantic 
air mail. Yet we find the Department 
deciding to issue a stamp at the late date 
of May 6. Even at that, though the

flights are to start from New York, the 
press release said the date and place of 
first day sale would be announced later. 
The Department will probably fall back 
on its usual time-worn alibis or guilty 
silence, but it will take a pretty good 
story to convince philately this indecision 
was justified. Just why it takes months 
to decide to issue a stamp in a thread 
bare design with a couple words added, 
is another one for Ripley. 

If the stamp was to be issued in time 
for use on first flight covers and it is 
known the flight starts from New York; 
even if date can not be decided until the 
Bureau calls up, says the stamps are 
ready, and wants to know where all these 
airmail stamps are to be shipped; then 
why couldn’t the Department have said 
that collectors should send covers with 
proper remittance for stamps to the New 
York postmaster? But then, we suppose 
that simple solution would never occur 
to Washington. That such a course would 
have been sustained is evidenced by the 
announcement dated May 10, which we 
managed to include in most of last 
week’s papers though the paper had al- 
ready gone to press when the news ar- 
rived. Just why it took five days to de- 
cide to place the stamps on sale at New 
York on the 16th is yet another puzzler 
for Ripley’s collection (and unfortunate- 
ly our collections!) 

As it stands now, most collectors had 
either no opportunity at all or at best 
a very slight one to obtain first day 
covers of the new stamp or to obtain 
first flight covers bearing it. Once again, 
a fortunate few dealers will be able to 
profit from official inability to make up 
their minds promptly and stick to the 
decision. This practice of last minute 
announcements is working to the finan- 
cial benefit of a few at the expense of 
the rest of us, and in a manner that 
could not be improved upon if they were 
deliberately manipulated with that in- 
tent. —R. R.

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New ‘Hebrides Stamps aes Seen Higher Sietieaaiiie 


For many years the postage stamps of 
New Hebrides have been sold in the cur- 
rency of either France or Great Britain, 
the islands being administered as a con- 
dominium. The French franc, however, 
refused to stay put in value, and conse- 
quently purchasers armed with paper 
French currency were getting their 


stamps much cheaper than were cus- 
tomers using British shillings and 
pounds. As one result stamps having a 


face value expressed in British currency 
could be bought for less than that face 
value and some of the older issues are

still priced in dealer’s lists below face as 
a result. Stamps of either issue were 
sold at post offices operated by either 
country. 

In 1938 to put the face value of the 
stamps on a more permanent basis, a new 
set was issued, with face value only in 
gold francs, the English set having its 
inscriptions in English and the French 
series in that language. However, France 
was off the gold standard and there was 
no gold currency in circulation; conse- 
quently the stamps had to be bought in 
paper francs or their equivalent in 
British currency. The ratio between 
gold and paper was fixed at 6, a 10c gold 
stamp costing 60c in paper currency or 
whatever equivalent in British currency 
that might be. On March 1, 1939, it 





was decreed that in future the rate was 
to be increased to 9, increasing the cost 
of a 10c gold stamp to 90c in paper 
currency; due to the French inter-- 
colonial postage rate being increased 
from 60 centimes to 90 centimes. 

The publishers of Gibbons Catalogue 
wrote the Crown Agents for an explana- 
tion of the reason of the increase of 50% 
in face value and received this puzzling 
reply: 

“On account of both the British and French 
legal currencies being off the gold standard, it 
was agreed between the British and French 
Resident Commissioners that the coefficient for 
the conversion of gold francs into French (pa- 
per) francs should not be founded upon the 
current price of either French or British mon- 
ey, but should be established in such a manner 
that the sale price in French money of the first 
unit of the New Hebrides and Anglo-French 
inter-colonial postal tariff would correspond to 
the price of the equivalent unit of the French 
inter-colonial tariff, which latter thus serves as 
the basis for calculating the coefficient. 

“2. It will then be seen that when the 
French inter-colonial rate for the first unit of 
postage was 60 centimes and the equivalent in 
the New Hebrides gold tariff was 10 centimes, 
the coefficient was 6; so that the price of a 
stamp of the denomination of 10 gold centimes 
became 60 French centimes, or the equivalent 
of that sum in sterling, or Australian currency, 
at the official Condominium rate of exchange; 
and that by varying the coefficient in accord- 
ance with any fluctuations in the French inter- 
colonial tariff it is possible for the same 
stamp to continue to be used to denote the 
prepayment of one or more units of postage 
irrespective of its purchase price for the time 
being.”’ 


The result is that the 1938 issue now 
costs 50% more than it did prior to 
March, 1939. (Editor’s Note: An Ameri- 
can stamp collector ordering a set of 
singles, would probably drive the post- 
master into a nervous breakdown as the 
poor man would have to sell his stamps 
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at nine times their value in figures and 
then try to exchange that into our 
money.) 


Ghost Stamps 


There are many stamps listed in cata- . 
logs for which specialists have been 
searching for years; and some collectors 
term these stamps which the years have 
proven non-existant, “ghost stamps.” The 
Latin-American Unit of the A. P. S. is 
inaugurating a campaign to purge the 
catalogs of “ghost” and “phantom” 
stamps of the Americas, and already have 
labeled these stamps as non-existant vari- 
eties: Colombia 1924 Scott No. 378, 3c 
on 4c 1917 design surcharged “Provision- 
al” and new value, the new value being 
twice; Chile No. 346 (the 1931 20c Bul- 
nes overprinted diagonally “OFICIAL”); 
Honduras 1929 issue Nos. 259, 270 and 
271 (these are the 1927 designs with 
overprint “1929 a 1930” in black on the 
lc and 6c) and Salvador No. 303 (the 5c 
1900 design overprinted “1905” in black 
in addition to shield). Collectors who 
have information on American “ghost” 
stamps should contact Kenneth N. Wood- 
ward, President of the Unit, 435 River- 
side Drive, New York City.

COLUMBUS, OHIO 
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The Hobby Guild of America, which 
has always striven tirelessly to promote 
interest in philately and other hobbies 
is issuing invitations to stamp clubs and 
individual collectors to exhibit at its 
Hobby Fair to be held at the Grand 
Central Palace here in New York on 
June 3rd to 10th inclusive.

We New Yorkers are becoming bewil- 
dered by the influx of New York World’s 
Fair commemoratives from various cor- 
ners of the globe. We have already re- 
ceived World’s Fair commemoratives 
from France, Iceland, Salvador, Domi- 
nican Republic, Mexico, United States, 
and we are awaiting the sets to be issued 
by Ecuador and other countries which 
have not as yet been announced. We, 
of course, are very proud of all this 
since these stamps are one more thing 
which that certain city also holding an 
exposition, doesn’t have.

of the week that the reason was Ger- 
many’s protest over the honoring of the 
one Frenchman most cordially hated in 
Germany. This was unconvincing here, 
especially in view of the strained rela- 
tions between France and Germany in 
the past few months, and of the well- 
known disinclination on the part of the 
French to do Germany any favors what- 
soever. The real reason however was 
the engraver’s error in the spelling and 
accenting of the name Clemenceau. The 
late Monsieur Clemenceau always felt 
very strongly about the spelling of his 
name, even going so far as to refuse to 
read correspondence in which an accent 
was placed over his name where no ac- 
cent should be. Protests of his family, 
added to the Nazi protest and the gen- 
eral French aversion to allowing any er- 
ror to be released were sufficient for the 
abrupt withdrawal of this issue. Only a 
few thousand copies of this stamp have 
been issued as sale of this issue was 
limited to a few days only. 


Unsolicited Approvals Are 
Condemned 


The Board of Directors of the Ameri- 
can Stamp Dealers Assn. has gone on 
record in a press release as approving a 
recent announcement of the Federal 
Trade Commission. A dealer had en- 
tered into a stipulation with the Com- 
mission in which he agreed to cease 
representing that any recipient of un- 
solicited approvals is under contract to 
pay for or return the approvals. The 
stipulation further was that the dealer 
was to refrain from quoting a figure 
purporting to be the actual value of a 
stamp, which is in excess of the price 
which could be obtained for the stamp 
in the usual course of business. 

The Directors however went on record 
as believing the last part of the agree- 
ment did not apply to use in advertise- 
ments of the words “Catalog Price,” etc. 
This is interpreted as to make necessary 
in future the clear statement that figures 
used are from catalog or price list quo- 
tations. 

The Commission also ordered the 
dealer to desist from using a name for 
his own collection bureau which would 
imply that the bureau was anything 
other than a personal agency for collect- 
ing for the firm’s bad accounts.
